Haywood to Take Charge. 


F. S. Hamilton and Charles Robert 
Plunkitt, two other I. W. W. leaders, 
said last night that Big Bill Haywood, 
the head of their organization, would 
arrive in the city to-day to take personal 
charge of the work of organizing the 
unemployed, It was said that Haywood 
was storm-bound in Philadelphia, but 
that immedia‘ely upon his arrival head- 
quarters wouid be established and 50,- 
000 unemploy d men would be organ-! 
ized under 1 W. W. banners. 

The so-called army of the unemployed 
met in Rutgers Square Park at 6 o'clock 
last night, and its members were ex 
horted to stick together until the (ght 
for “their rights and American liberty” 
was won, Tannenbaum himself did not 
appear at the park meeting until nearly 
7 o'clock. His arrival was the signal 
for applause. Two policemen from the 
Madison Street Station heard the lead- 
ers address the crowd. After several 
more or less striking utterances, the 
police shouldered their way into the 
centre of the crowd. Instantly thre 
were cries of “Don't mind the cops,” 
and “This is a land of free speech.” 
The policemen could not make up their 
minds whether the speeches demzended 
aetion on their part, and while they were 
sending to the station house for advice 
the unemployed men were ordered to 
form into a line, two abreast, and march 
to St. Mark's Church. 

Just as the line started to move to- 
ward the Bowery, two of the men 
came to blows, but quickly were sep- 
arated. There were about 150 unem- 
ployed men in the line which swept up 
Howard Street to the Bowery, where it 
turned north. Men and women whose 
appearance indicated poverty were re- 
quested to join the army. 

“Come on with us and get free food 
and lodging,” was the way the invita- 
tion was worded. 

On several occasions efforts were 
made to drag unwilling men and wom- 
en along with the crowd. One woman, 
who had been caught by the arm by 
one of the leaders and invited to ‘‘ come 
along,”’ was compelled to struggle for 
some moments before she could release 
herseslf. 

By the time the church was reached 
there were about 240 men in the crowd. 
They filed into the parish house of the 
church one by one, while the leaders 
stood at the doors ordering them to taxe 
off thelr hats. One man kept his hat 
on after entering the church annex and 
defied Leader Tannenbaum or any one 
else to make him remove it until he 
got ‘‘ good and ready.’ About 150 of the 
men crowded into the lecture room, 
while the others were sent upstairs. 
There were several tables and scores 
of chairs in the room, and the men 
soon made themselves at home. A log 
fire was blazing in the huge fireplace. 

The Rev. William Miller Gamble wel- 
comed the men on behalf of the Socialist 
Fellowship of St. Mark's, and said that 
unemployment was intoleraple, He then 
introduced Tannenbaum as Chairman of 
the meeting. 


Says Hunger Is Above Law. 


‘“‘At last we have a chance to let the 
city know what we want,"’ Tannenbaum 
began. ‘‘I am glad the reporters are 
here to tell the city our demands. We 
are members of the working class. 
Everything in this city was created by 
our hands or the hands of our brothers 
and sisters. We have a right to a share 
in every house and in every man’s loaf 
of bread. What's more, we are going to 
make the city give it to us or take it by 
force. 

‘*T have no scruples about what I am 
saying. A hungry man knows nothing 
about law when he is starving. If it is 
against the law to break windows be- 
hind which is bread, then I say that 
when I am hungry I refuse to be a law- 
abiding citizen.”’ 

This assertion was greeted with ap- 
plause, 

‘Men, don’t accept charity,"’ Tannen- 
baum went on. ‘ What we are getting 
here to-night is not charity. And, men, 
do not beg for what you want; take it. 
It is ours; it belongs to us; if the city 
won't give it to us we will take it. We 
are only getting back a share of what 
is ours. Everything in this world be- 
longs to us, and we're going to take it. 

“We want work, but we will not work 
for 50 cents or $1 a day. We want §3 
a day for an eight-hour day, and any 
man who works more than eight hours 
scabs it on us. We want union wages 
and union conditions, and we will not 
work unless we get them. We would 
rather go to jail. 

‘But, you say, I am _ hungry and 
have got to eat whether.I work or not. 
In intend to eat. How? Well, if I 
can't get it one way I'm going to get 
it another. I’m going to get food by 
hook or crook, I don’t care. And I've 
got to sleep, too. They tell us to go

45,000 INCOME TAX 
RETURNS MADE HERE 


And About 15,000 Corporation 
Returns Before Filing Time 
Ended at Midnight. 





Up to 12 o'clock last night stragglers 
were still appearing at the Internal 
Revenue Collectors’ offices with their 
income tax returns, but the severe 
weather conditions resulted in less ad- 
ventage being taken of the extension 
{n the time for filing than had been 
evpected. There was a marked falling 
off in the number of returns received 
by mail yesterday 

At the Custom House, where returns 
from the most important district in the 
United States, that embracing the ter- 
ritory below Fourteenth Street, were 
received, Collector C. W. Anderson and 
his staff were hard at work last night 
tabulating blanks which had been pour- 
ing in during the final three days. 
There were few persons in line at six 
o'clock, but the five-o’clock delivery 
brought about 500 registered letters, 
making 1,500 pieces of mail received 
during the, day. Altogether, about 45,- 
000 income tax returns were filed at the 
Custom House and 15,000 corporation 
tax returns. The Collector's assistants 
were able to return to their homes 
shortly after midnight. 

It was said that letters received after 
12 o’clock would be held unopened to 
await a decision from Washington as 
to whether returns filed too late should 
be accepted @ not. 





WASHINGTON, March 2.—To-day 
marked the last day for filing returns 
on private Income for last year. Tne 
law is explicit as to the time of filing 
returns, and under the regulations of 
the Treasury Department only sickness 
and absence are regarded as grounds 
for an extension. Those who failed to 


give their returns to-day are Hable to 
fines ranging from $20 to $1,000. 

Collectors of Internal Revenue were 
recently advised to forward to the 
Treasury Department reports showing 
the number of returns filed as of Feb. 
20, and officials were prepared to-day 
to receive these reports. As fast as 
the work can be dispatched, officials of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, aided by 
a large force of assistants, will begin 
the issuance of assessments preliminary 
to the payment of the tax. 

The White House executive force was 
busily engaged yesterday in compiling 
a statement of President Wilson's pri- 
vate income for submission to the Col- 
lector at Baltimore. While the FP. csi- 
dent is not taxable on his $75,000 Gov- 
ernment salary, he is taxable on the 
income of his hooks and such sources of 
revenue, Secretary McAdoo, who is 
charged with the administratfon of tie 
new law, has already filed hiS return. 

No official count of the number of in- 
dividuals who are to pay the, tax, nor 
estimate of what the nation will collect 
from them, will be available for at least 
forty-eight hours., At the time the tariff 
was in debate in Congress it was esti- 
mated that the income tax would bring 
in about $50,000,000, and that_about 400,- 
000 {individuals would per. Officials to- 
night were hopeful that these figures 
would be equaled of surpassed.

This estimate 
includes the schedules contained in the 
unopened Jate evening malis, This num- 
ber, it is believed, will be increased to 


80,000 by the tardy schedules of persons | 


who received extensions of time or those 
brought in by the Inspectors. 


The time for filing corporation tax} 
schedules also expired last night. Ap- 
proximately, 16,000 were received, a 
slight increase over last year. 

From the income taxpayers in the 
Chicago district the Government will 
receive approximately $7,000,000, and 


from the corporations about $5,000,000. 

Since the income tax rush began the 
revenue officers’ clerks have had to re- 
vise their ideas concerning wealthy 

eople. Possessors of incomes exceed- 
ng $3,000 a year are not as a class good 
at figures, the clerks learned. About 
one-sixth of the schedules received will 
have to be sent back to the makers be- 
cause of mistakes due mainly to inac- 
curacies in addition or subtraction. 

The clerks also learned that a man’s 
appearance often belies his wealth. 

‘The shabbier the clothes the larger 
the income,”’ one of the clerks said to- 
night. ‘*‘ Men came in here who did not 
look’ as though they would be able to 
sign a check for three figures and the 
annual income of each would be a small 
fortune.”’ 

Returns on comparatively few large 
incomes were made to-day. The largest 
income reported was $350,000 a year. One 
young man, who only recently attained 
his majority, filed a schedule on $125,000 
annual income, which was his allowance 
from his father’s estate, he said. 


DIPLOMAT USES WIRELESS. 


Spring-Rice Gets Word to London 
via Artington and Eiffel Tower.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—For the 
first time in the history of radio-teleg- 
raphy a diplomatic dispatch was sent 
to-night from the Government Naval 
Station at Arlington to the French sta- 
tion in the Eiffel Tower. The general 
tie-up of land telegraph lines to New 
York was the cause of it. 

Desiring to communicate at once with 
his Government, Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
the British Ambassador, appealed to 
Secretary Daniels to ask that, if prac- 
ticable, hls message might be sent from 
Arlington by way of the Eiffel Tower. 
Mr.’ Daniels assented, and the dispatch 
was transmitted. 

It was less than fifty words long and 
simply notified the British Foreign Of- 
fice thet the Ambassador would not be 
able to communicate with it by cable 
for a few days.

BURNS TAKES A HAND 





IN FRANK’S BEHALF) 


Famous Detective Visits Atlanta 
Prisoner and Displays Keen 
Interest in His Case. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 2.—For two 
hours this afternoon William J. Burns, 
the famous detective, sitting before the 
cell of Leo Frank in the County Jail, 
plied the prisoner with questions relat- 
ing to the murder’ of Mary Phagan, for 
which Frank was condemned to death. 

The two men went over the case from | 
the beginning. Frank detailed his 
movements on the day of the crime 
with the same minuteness that he de- 
scribed them on the witness stand to 
establish his alibi. 

“Have you decided definitely to take 
up the investigation of the Phagan mur- 
der?’’ Mr. Burns was asked after his 
conference with Frank.

Thousands Kept Away.

Men, women and children 
came direct to the main office to try to 
hasten coal deliveries they had expected 
a week ago, and the telephones were idle 
scarcely @& minute during the day and 
night. The company has been keeping 
its offices open all night since the heavy 
snowfall of last week and, according to 
M. F. Burns of the firm, had the situa- 
tion fairly well in hand until yesterday. 
The greatest difficulty at present, Mr. 
Burns said, was to deliver the coal on 
hand, but the supply on hand was hard- 
ly sufficient to last until the end of the 
week, and there was at present no cer- 
tainty when the railroads could get more 
coal to the city. 

“The present supply of a number of 
grades of coal is very low and will only 
last a few days,’ Mr. Burns said. ‘* We 
are praying for warmer weather to- 
morrow and the rest of the week so that 
the grades of which we have most will 
not run out. I do not think the present 
supply can last a week.” 

Unless the weather gets warmer very 
soon or the coal dealers are able to de- 
liver large quantities of coal in the east 
side, there will be a serious coal short- 


It was found last night that while few 
who could pay for it were actually suf- 
no one had 
a supply sufficient to last more than a 
day or two at the most, and many had 
only enough to last until this morning. 
The cellar coal dealers who sell by the 
bucketful to the families in the tenement 
houses had little on hand.

TOLLS REPEAL FOE RECANTS 


Senator Thornton Now Bows to the 


President’s Contention. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The effect- 
iveness of President Wilson’s stand for 
the repeal of the tolls-exemption clause 
in the Panama Canal act was indicated 
to-day when Senator Thornton of Louis- 
jana, who voted for the provision two 
years ago, announced his intention to 
vote for its repeal. Mr. Thornton ex- 
plained that he still felt that the pro- 
vision was within the treaty rights of 
the United States, but that he bowed to 
the President’s personal declaration that 
legislation safeguarding the equal use 
of the canal to all the world was neces- 
sary to the friendly relations of the 
United States and Great Britain, and to 
American foreign policy generally. 

President Wilson’s direct statements 
to Mr, Thornton reveal in a pointed 
manner the general trend of the Presi- 
dent's talk with the Committee on For- 
eign Relations at the White House con- 
ference several weeks ago. ‘The White 
House has consistently sought to dimi- 
nish the importance of that conference, 
but it became known that the President 
showed the Senators that various inter- 
national disputes left the United States 
estranged from all the great powers and 
that steps must be taken promptly to 
put the United States in the position 
where aggravation of any quarrel we 
had with one power would not find us 
surrounded by other hostile powers. 

Administration leaders in the Senate 
believe that the repeal will carry by a 
substantial majority, despite some 
party opposition, and it is also believed 
matter will be up for action 
within two weeks.

SUFFRAGE SHOWS 
STRENGTH IN SENATE 


Three Roll Calls Indicate That 
Proposed Amendment Has 
at Least a Majority. 








DEBATE DELAYS FINAL TEST 


Supporters of Measure, However, 
Hardly Hope to Get the Nec- 


essary Two-Thirds.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The cause 
of woman suffrage was successful on 
three separate roll calls in the Senate 
to-day. None of the votes was a fair 
test of the strength of the resolutions 
submitting to the States a constitutional 
amendment giving the vote to women, 
but the three ballots showed that the 
proposed amendment had at least @ ma- 
jority of the Senate behind it. Sup- 
porters of the amendment do not ex- 
pect to get the requisite two-thirds 
vote. 

The tussle began early when Senator 
Ashurst of Arizona, who is handling the 


amendment, moved to take it up for 
consideration Mr. Reed of Missouri 
moved to table Mr. Ashurst’'s motion, 


and the Senate refused to do this by a 
vote of 14 to 47. Ordinarily that would 
have been taken as indicating that the 
supporters of the amendment outnum- 
bered their opponents more than 38 to 
1. But the secret of the vote was the 
‘courtesy of the Senate,’ which frowns 
upon any effort to cut off debate on a 
bona fide motion by laying it on the 
table.

A vote 
on the amendment itself would have 
been taken early in the day but for the 
eagerness of its supporters to debate it. 

An immediate vote seemed imminent 
at one time when there was a chorus 
of demands for a roll call, but Senator 
Shafroth and others held up the vote 
to continue debate. 

Senator Shafroth’s speech in favor of 
the amendment drew forth hostile in- 
quiries from Senators Bryan and Mar- 
tine.

The British Government 
has for several years been urging the 


('nited States to fulfil its treaty obliga- 
tions. 


The Canadian Parliament, which car- 


ried out the treaty by enacting the 
necessary legislation several years ago, 
is understood to have intimated that 


if the United States should fail to live 
up to its compact by March 1, the treaty 
would be useless. The Canadian Gov- 
ernment mav now repeal the law it has 
passed establishing regulations giving 
effect to the treaty. 

The House has for several years been 
a stumbling block to the fulfilment of 
the 1908 treaty. 


MONK’S VOW A LEGAL ISSUE. 


Supreme Court to Rule on Public 


Policy of Property Surrender. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Su- 
Ppreme Court, in a case to be considered 
this week, will be called upon to decide 
whether the vows of poverty of the 
monastic orders of the Catholic Church 
in this country are against public pol- 
icy, as recently decided by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals of the 
Eighth District. 

The case arises out of the death in 
1901 of Father Wirth, a member of the 
Order of St. Benedict, while he was in 
charge of the German Catholic Church 
at Springfield, Minn. 

Nearly fifty years before his death 
he took the vows of the Benedictine 
| Society of chastity, poverty, and obedi- 
j@nce, the effect of which was that his 
|right to possess property was trans- 
| ferred to the order and that the order 
| became obligated to educate and sup- 
| port him for life. 

At the time of his death Father Wirth 
| was in possession of some $5,000, in 
| addition to royalties from books he had 
written, which his Superior had permit- 
ted him to retain. 

The Probate Court of Brown County, 
Minnesota, recognized his heirs as en- 
titled to the prowerty. After a series 
of contests with the order, the heirs 
succeeded in getting a decision from the 
United States Circuit Court to the ef- 
fect that the vow of poverty was 
against public policy, and therefore 








void. The heirs were held entitled to 
the property. The appeal is from this 
decision. 





COURT CAN’T AID DEPORTED.

Judge Lacombe upheld again yester- 
day the right of the Board of Inquiry

~ $3.724,215 BUDGET 


Estimate for Year Beginning 
July 1 Shows $500,000 Increase 
Over This Year’s Total. 





PROF. MacALARNEY RESIGNS 


| —_— 


Franklin Matthews Named as Suc- 
cessor—Many Other Promotions 
—$50,000 from Mrs. Furnald. 





The adoption of budgets amounting to 
$3,724,215 for the academic year begin- 


ning July 1 was announced by the 
Trustees of Columbia University at 
their regular meeting yesterday. This 


estimate exceeds by about $500,000 the 
figures of last year. 

On the basis of this budget, the Trea- 
urer estimates that the university will 
| run into a deficit of $61,316.08. This will 
| have to be made good by the income 
| from special gifts of endowment. Pro- 
vision is made for three new professors, 
| for the promotion of five assistant pro- 
| fessors and one associate to the grade 
| of associate professor, and for the pro- 
motion of fourteen instructors to the 
grade of assistant professors. 

Important changes in the Faculty 
| staff were announced. Among thesc was 
| the resignation of Robert E. MacAlar- 
ney, A. B., Associate Professor of 
Journalism. His resignation is tendered 
to take effect June 30. In a statement 
made yesterday Prof. MacAlarney em- 
phasized the fact that he was leaving 
with keen regret his work at Columbia 
where his relations had always been 
of the pleasantest. It his desire to 
take up independent writing, and he 
feels that under his present work it is 
impossible for him to give it sufficient 
attention. 

Franklin Matthews

A. B. in 1883. He remained at Ithaca

OFFICE A POCR LAW SCHOOL. 


Students Need Scientific Training, 
Asserts Dean Ashley. 


In his annual report to Chancellor 
Elmer E. Brown, Dean Clarence D. Ash- 


ley of the New York University School 
of Law, asserts that a law office is no 


longer the place for a young man to go 


to for his preliminary legal education. 
But after he finishes his law school 
studies, he says, the student should be 


required then to spend a fourth year in 
an office before he is admitted to the 
bar. He also says that a Judge should 
be a law professor as well as a jurist, 
and that such questions as the recall of 
Judges and decisions and trust problems 
ought to be studied in the schools. The 
report, which was made public yester- 
| ae in part says: 

‘*Tt is becoming more important that 
students of law should receive a thor- 
ough and scientific training to fit them 
for their duties as members of the bar. 
This can no longer be acquired in a 
law office. In the earlier days students 
gained a valuable training by intimate 
association with lawyers of experience 
and standing. Such men gave personal 
instruction and assistance to the stu- 
dentsS in their offices. This is not pos- 
sible to-day, and the office student ac- 
quires merely a_ superficial local and 
purely technical knowledge of some of 
the minor points of practice, while he 
is uninformed as to what he should 
read and study. A modern busy lawyer 
has neither the time nor inclination,

This pay was based on a 
fixed tonnage of about 900 tons a 
month; a bonus of 10 cents a ton was 
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for excess rock, but no deductions 
made if the miners happened to 
below this standard. The mining 
captain had the discretion to make the 
minimum $38 if he thought the man had 
loafed on the job. 


FREEMAN SEEKS NEW TRIAL.
